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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is a response to applciant's amendment filed 06/17/2009. In 
virtue of this amendment, claims 1, 15-16, 30-33 are canceled; claims 34-35 are newly 
added; thus, claims 2-14, 17-29 and 34-35 are currently in the instant application. 



2. Examiner contacted applicant's representative, Caleb Pollack (Registration No. 
37,917), on October 19, 2009 for discussing about a proposed amendment. Examiner 
suggested applicant's representative to cancel claim 35 in order to place the application 
in condition for allowance. On October 20, 2009, Applicant's representative agreed to 
authorize examiner to cancel claim 35 in Examiner's amendment.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Prior art fails to disclose an antenna structure, wherein the pellet and the 
radiating component of the antenna structure are adapted such that when the antenna 
structure is mounted on the upper surface of a dielectric substrate, the pellet is elevated 
above the upper surface of the dielectric substrate so that the pellet does not directly 
contact the dielectric substrate or the groundplane, the radiating component is elevated 
above the upper surface of the dielectric substrate and has a surface that faces a 
surface of the pellet, and an air gap or other dielectric spacer material is provided 
between the pellet and the radiating component, in combination with the remaining 
claimed limitations as in claim 34 (claims 2-14 and 17-29 are allowed since they are 
dependent on claim 34).
